Brown, sociologist with the U.S.

of 
population,

smaller to larger places,” he 
added.

Child Development and Family 
Studies Symposium, Feb. 7-8, at 
Purdue University, Dr. Brown 
explained

“because young families and 
the elderly need and demand 
various goods and services that 
are not always available in 
sufficient quantity in rural 
communities.

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Science Learning More About 
What Goes On When You Sleep

If som e m ornings you feel 
you didn’t get much rest during 
your night’s sleep you might 
suffer from undiagnosed noctur­ 
nal m yoclonus. 
Nocturnal 
m yoclonus 
is 
a 
jerking or m ovem ent of the 
legs 
in

highly 
repetitive 
m anner every 25 to 40 seconds 
during sleep. 
Sleep scientists estim ate IO to 
20 per cent of the nation’s 30 
m illion insom niacs suffer from 
nocturnal m yoclonus. The jerk­ 
ing or rhythm ic m uscle-tw itch­ 
ing arouses a sleeper from five 
to 15 seconds each tim e — but 
dpes not induce a fully awake 
sjate, studies at sleep disorder 
centers show. 
There m ay be 300 to 400 such 
interruptions a night. Between 
the leg m o v em e n ts and the 
interruptions the victim ’s ch eat­ 
ed out of a good night’s sleep.

An all-night session in a sleep 
disorder clinic — at from $200 


to $300 a night — m ay 
be 
necessary

diagnosis. In the sleep clinics, 
electrodes are taped over the 
m uscle of the lower legs. 
Then, a polygraph is m ade 
this way: a needle reacts to the 
m uscle activity picked up by 
the electrodes. It inks paper 
being pulled past it. 
Recording the m uscle activity 
over an eight-hour sleep period 
uses up 1,000 to 1,500 feet of 
paper. 
The line is straight until the 
m uscle kicks up. Then it turns 
into a bunch of up-and-down 
lines. When the m uscle quiets, 
the line becom es straight again. 
By looking at the pattern, the 
sleep scientist can get evidence 
to support or knock down his 
diagnosis 
of nocturnal 
m yo­ 
clonus. 
A drug, Diazepam , has been 
found to be p artly e ffe c tiv e 
against the disorder. In severe 
cases it has been shown to 
reduce the number of interrup­ 
tions to between 20 and 40 a 
night.

recovered many items from the 
residential burglaries and the 
locker breakins. Ultimately, a 
seventh 
subject was 
la te r 
arrested. 
In another case 
involving 
marked property, a man ac­ 
cused of stealing soybeans from 
a Tipton county farmer was 
found guilty. Two men were 
charged with breaking into a 
grain bin and stealing soybeans. 
The men were further charged 
with selling the soybeans at a 
Sum m itville grain elevator. 
Contained within the beans that 
were sold to the elevator were 
numerous pieces of confetti- 
likeidentification 
m arking 
system that proved the beans 
belonged to the Tipton county 
farmer. The marking system is 
relatively new and was praised 
by both Judge William Lewis 
and prosecuting attorney Byal. 
“ The identification n u m ­ 
bers which the boys apparently 
w eren’t aw are of trap p ed 
them...” said Judge Lewis. 
Byal commented after the 
trial that the marking system of 
the beans was an important 
safeguard that all farm ers 
should use. 
Ile also 
com­ 
mended the quick and observant 
work of a neighbor saying he 
was instrumental in helping the 
sheriff’s department break the 
case. 
For the past year, the in­ 


surance industry, law 
en ­ 
forcement agencies and con­ 
cerned citizen’s organizations 
have worked together to combat 
the staggering increase in 
residential 
burglaries. The 
program has been designed by 
Cr i me 
T R A P - O p e r a t i o n 
Identification, Inc., a not-for- 
profit Indiana corporation. 


Property owners may obtain 
all necessary items to mark 
an inventory property for a one 
dollar membership fee at any 
local 
participating 
insurance 
agency. 
As a mem ber of the program, 
the property owner will receive 
a participating kit which in­ 
cludes: an ultra-violet ink pen 
for "invisible” marking; forms 
to inventory marked valuables; 
a form to register the personal 
identifying number to facilitate 
identification of the rightful 
owner of recovered stolen 
property through police com­ 
puter networks, and complete 
instructions. 


After all valuables have been 
marked and inventoried, the 
property owner will receive 
point-of -entry 
decals 
th at 
signify, “All items of value on 
these prem ises have been 
marked for ready identification 
by law enforcement agencies.” 
It is recommended that the 
personalized” 
identification 


number to 
be m arked 
on 
valuables is the individual’s 


social 
security 
num ber 
preceded by the tetters “IN” . 
Thus positive identification can 
be made of any recovered stolen 
property in Indiana or out-of- 
state. 


The marking system is easy 
and the invisible m arking 
remains unseen to the naked eye 
until subjected to a black light 
given off by a small portable 
ultraviolet lamp. 


Aitnough the program is 
designed 
to 
discourage 
burglaries, law enforcem ent 
agencies endorsing the program 
point out that one of the major 
difficulties in getting con­ 
victions in breaking and en­ 
tering cases is the positive 
identification of the rightful 
owner of recovered stolen 
property. B urglars, thieves, 
“fences” and buyers of stolen 
property know that prosecution 
is easier to obtain when the- 
damaging evidence of marked 
goods
